Issuance of the serial num- 
bers was the first official con- 


firmation that officials had kept | 


a record of them, although that 
was a common assumption from | 
the start. 

Asked to Notify FBI. 

J. Edgar Hoover,.director of 
the FBI, requested that anyone 
seeing a ransom bill immedi- 
ately telephone the nearest FBI 
office collect, pointing out that 


the FBI telephone numbers are ' 


given at the front of phone di- 
rectories. The FBI number in| 
'St. Louis is CHestnut 5357. 

The money consisted entirely 


of Federal Reserve notes.

Stevens pointed out that in 
the Revolutionary War, before 
there was a United States or a 
United States Army, Washington 
was “general and commander- 
in-chief of the Army of the 
United Colonies.” Washington 
resigned this commission in De- 
cember 1783. 

In anticipation of war with 
France, Congress in 1798 em- 
powered the President to ap- 
point a “commander of the 
Army” with rank of lieutenant 
general. President John Adams 
recalled Washington. 

In March 1799, Congress pro- 
vided that “a commander of the 
Army of the United States shall | 
be appointed and commissioned | 
by the style of the General of 
the Armies of the United States.”

on Washington, and he died)

the packed crowd that he was 
“very pleased with the constr uc- 
tive tone of this meeting.” 


Distress Pictured. 

He spoke after a series of |

their losses. Several said they 
would be broke unless some- 
thing was done immediately— 
“next year will not be soon 
enough,” they echoed. 

Benson assured the farmers 
that he himself had been caught 
in just such a squeeze as they 
face now. He pledged that the 
Eisenhower Administration “will 
do everything practical and 
feasible to ease these price | ad- 
justments.”

sults will be before we start.”

Governor Fixes Rules 

‘and Relief Begins —

Farmers.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 26— 
The state’s $6,500,000 drouth re- 


lief program to provide low cost 
hay to Missouri's dairy farmers 
and livestock men went into 
operation today under rules and 
regulations promulgated yester- 
day by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly. 
The state will use the drouth 
aid fund to pay transportation 
casts on 500,000 tons of hay and 
roughage shipped into Missouri 
to offset the state’s serious short- 


age in winter feed. All Missouri 
livestock owners will be eligible 
for the cheap feed, regardless 
of their financial status. 

The emergency supplies of hay 
will be purchased in the North- 
ern Plain states and distributed 
to the farmers through regular 
trade channels by authorized 
dealers approved by the State 
Department of Agriculture. Any 
person who was in: the business 
of selling and distributing hay 
and feed as of last Saturday may 
be designated an authorized 
dealer. 

‘-. County Agents Key Men. 
beter a the rules fixed by the 
Governor, the county farm ex- 
tension agent in each county 
has been authorized to serve as 
the state’s local representative 
in handling the farmers’ appli- 
cations for freight-paid hay. 

The farmer will be entitled to 
obtain enough feed, when added 
to supplies on hand, to give him 
two tons of hay for each unit of 
livestock he had on his farm as 
of Oct. 15, 1953.

After receiving the applica- 
tion, the coun agent will certi- 
fy the amount of freight-free hay 
the farmer may purchase. The 
livestock owner then takes his 
application te the authorized 
‘dealer to purchase his supplies. 
The dedfers, in turn, will be 
reimbursed by the state for the 
freight they paid on hay and 
roughage sold to farmers pre- 
senting certificates. 

Western railroads have agreed 
to reduce freight rates 50 per 
cent on hay and roughage 
shipped into 85 Missouri coun- 
ties designated by the Federal 
Government as drouth disaster 
areas. The reduction is to be 
in effect until Nov. 16, but state 
officials hope it will be extend- 
ed after that. 

‘Missouri will play' the other 
half of the freight charges on 
Hay shipped into the 85 drouth 
disaster counties, and will pay 
the full rate on hay sent into 
the other 29 counties, in north 
Missouri, which have not been 
classified by the government as 
drouth areas. 

State Commissioner of Agri- 
culture L. C. Carpenter re- 
ported that hay can be pur- 
chased for $17 to $20 a ton in 
such states as South Dakota, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, where 
a surplus exists. With the state 
paying the transportation costs, 
it is hoped Missouri farmers 
will be able to obtain the hay 
at virtually cost, which will en- 
able them to feed their cattle 
during the winter. 

Seeking to Save Herds. 

The aim of the state program 
is to protect and preserve Mis- 
souri’s foundation dairy. and 
beef herds. If cheap hay is not 
made available, it is feared that 
most farmers would be forced to 
liquidate their herds because 
they could not afford to pay $35 
to $40 a ton for winter feed. 

Although some farmers are 
financially able to pay the high- 
er costs, farm leaders said that 
they would not be likely to do 
so because it would be eco- 
nomically unsound. 

Gov. Donnelly has refused to 
accept $1,000,000 in federal 
funds for the hay-procurement 
program under terms fixed by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The department in- 
sisted that government funds be 
used, only to pay the freight on 
hay shipped to farmers in finan- 
cial distress. 

Donnelly said he still hopes an 
agreement will be reached so 
the federal inoney will be avail- 
able under the state program. 
He also requested the Govern- 
ment to designate the remaining 
29 Missouri counties as disaster 
areas.

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TITO REFUSES TO WITHDRAW 


TRIESTE AREA 


Yugoslavs Reject Italian Proposal for Both 
to Pull Back Eight Miles to 
Relieve Tension. 


BELGRADE, Oct. 26 (UP)— 
Yugoslavia refused today to 
withdraw troops and tanks from 
the Italian-Yugoslay frontier, in- 
sisting they were there for 
Yugoslavia's own defense. 

Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz’s 
government rejected an Italian 
proposal that both sides with- 
draw their forces eight miles 
from the border as a step toward 
easing the tension over Trieste. 

The Yugoslav state secretariat 
of foreign affairs in a statement 
yesterday turned down the 
Italian proposal as “obvious hy- 
pocrisy” designed to mislead 
world opinion. 

A foreign secretariat spokes- 
man said Yugoslavia has never 
received a formal proposal from 
Italy for the mutual withdrawal 
of troops from their frontiers. 
He said he did not know if a 
formal proposal was to be de- 
livered. The Government learned 
of the proposal‘ only from press 
reports, he said. 

The statement of rejection, 
carried by the official Yugoslav 
news agency Tanjug, said the 
Italian proposal was “made with 
the object of creating a certain 
impression among the ~-unin- 
formed section of the world 
public. The military demon- 
strations from the Italian side 
began as far back as August, 
although Yugoslavia had not 
given the least cause for this, 
nor did she take any similar 
measures at that time or 
throughout the month of Sep- 
tember.” 

“The proposal of the Italian 
government is further calculated 
to cover up the reasons which 
compelled the Yugoslav govern- 
ment in October to take precau- 
tionary measures,” the statement 
said. 

“These measures came after 
the decision of the U.S.A. and 
British governments to hand 
Trieste (Zone A) over to Italy, 
which the Italian government 
immediately accepted. 

“After this a situation was 
created in which the rights and 
interests of Yugoslavia were 
seriously threatened and _ the 
Yugoslav government justifiably 
characterized this situation as a 
threat of aggression.” 

(In Trieste itself, the last 
trainload of British dependents 
moved out of the troubled city 
in preparation for the scheduled 
handing over of Zone A to Ital- 
lan control. The remaining 
American family dependents are 
scheduled to be removed from 
the city by the end of this week.) 

The Yugoslav Government in- 
sists the Italians have no inten- 
tion: of making good on their 
proposal to withdraw troops 
fiom the tense area. 

In Rome an Italian Foreign 
Office spokesman said the Yugo- 
slav attitude toward Italy’s pro- 
posal showed “a clear-cut de- 
sire to provoke incidents.” 

The spokesman said the Ital- 
ian proposal still stood although 
the Yugoslav Foreign Office 
statement makes it “apparent” 
it “is Yugoslavia that takes the 


imperialistic stand.” 
Western observers in Belgrade 


said they believed the Yugoslavs 
would withdraw their troops 
from the border if the Italians 
did first, despite initial reactions.

It was a continuation of the 
Shah's long-term policy of turn- 
ing over crown lands to those 
who farm them in an effort to 
release Iran's peasantry from 
virtual serfdom. 

He began distribution of crown 
lands in March 1951, and had 
handed out more than 21,000 
acres when Premier Mohammed 
Mossadegh put a stop to it, pre- 
sumably at the behest of other 
wealthy landowners. About 300 
families are reputed to own or 


‘control virtually all the land of 


Iran. Now that Mossadegh is 
jailed in disgrace, the land dis- 
program has been 
started again. 

The lands distributed yester- 
day are in the Takistan area, 
near Kazvin, in northwest Iran. 


‘The program was financed by 


United States Point IV funds 
and the Shah’s land. agency, 
Point IV contributed $500,000 
and the agency $250,000 for 
drilling wells and _ building 
homes, barns and schools. 

Each peasant got 20 acres on 
a promise to make a token pay- 
ment of 450 rials ($14.06) a year 
for 25 years. At the end of the 
ceremony, the Shah ordered the 
new landowners to be his lunch- 
eon guests. 

There never have been any 
figures published on the extent 
of the Shah’s estates. The best 
estimates are that he inherited 
approximately a thousand vil- 
lages, with surrounding farm- 
land, supporting 250,000 peas- 
ants. Previously, the revenue 
from these estates had gone to 
charity, by the Shah's direction, 

The Tehran military governor, 
Farhad Dadsetan, also an- 
nounced the Shah has ordered 
the release of 100 Communist 
prisoners to mark his thirty-fifth 
birthday today.

A strike of 13,000 dairy plant 
workers and deliverymen cut 
off the milk supply today to 12.- 
000,000 residents of the New 
York metropolitan area. 

The supply of fresh milk on 
retail markets was expected to 
be exhausted by tonight. 

Federal mediators worked un- 
til early today with representa- 
tives of the AFL Teamsters’ 
Union and 200 milk distributors 
who had failed to reach agree- 
ment on a wage increase when 
the union’s strike deadline 
passed at 4 p.m. yesterday. The 
strike had been postponed 24 
hours from a Saturday deadline. 

Talks to Be Resumed. 

A three-man team of media- 
tors held separate meetings with 
company and union negotiators 
until 1:30 a.m. 

Federal mediators were sched- 
uled to hold joint negotiating 
sessions this afternoon with rep- 
reesntatives of distributors and 
the union. One mediator said 
prospects for a quick settlement 
were dim, and the tie-up might 
last more than a week.

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Woman Released After 8 Years' 
Of Hard Labor in Soviet Camps 


Norwegian Seized in 


She’s Afraid to Sleep Lest She 


Wakg Up 


Vienna in 1945 Says 


in Russia. 


BERLIN, Oct. 26 (AP)—Randi 
Samuelsen, a Norwegian woman, 
was afraid to go to sleep last 
night—“afraid I'd waken and 
find myself back in a Soviet 
prison again,” , 

iripping her hands nervously, 
she told today of 8% years as 
a convict laborer. She reached 
here yesterday afternoon with 
six Norwegian men also repatri- 
ated by the Soviet Union. 

She was given her liberty two 
months before her 30th birthday. 
A wartime fiance of an Austrian, 
she had gone to Vienna and had 
been seized there by the Red 
Army on May 12, 1945, 

“I had been a courier in a 
resistance group opposing the 
Red Army and a Romanian in- 
former betrayed us,” she said. 

“Nobody knows what prison 
camps are like who hasn't lived 
in them, I'll never feel safe 
anywhere now. 

Hunger and Lice. 

“Tl was in camps in Odessa, 
Kiev and finally Siberia, where 
I had to stay six years, working 
in mines, on railways, but most- 
ly in the woods. 

“The carte in the first years 
were terrible. Hunger. Lice. At 
the beginning; not even beds, 
just the hard floor. I was ill 
for a long time with typhoid. 

“The camps held 800 to 1000 
women. We wore numbers on 
our backs and had the same 
numbers on our sleeping bunks. 
Our boots were our pillows. 

“We got one dress a year, but 
no ration of stockings, handker- 
chiefs or toilet articles—except 
200 grams of soap a month. Our 
food was bread, soup, oats and 
17 grams of sugar a day, and 
occasionally salted fish in the 
evening. 

Worked Hard as Men. 

“Our work norms were as 


fused to work she was put in 
solitary confinement. We got 
up at 5:30 in the morning. Fre- 
quently we had to walk 12 miles 
to the woods. In the summer, 
we were herded back to camp 
at 8:30 in the evening. In win- 
ter, the workday was much 
shorter, because we had to be 
locked up before dark. 


“The Soviets paid us 10 to 20 
rubles a month, with which we’ 
could buy the cheapést quality 
eigarettes, stockings and soap by 
saving up. One day we were 
called together and told that 
Stalin was dead. That raised 
our hopes. Then came improved 
conditions, larger food portions, 
and amnesties. We e®@en were 
given a radio. 

“Russian women prisoners had 
a hard time believing me when 
I would tell them that women in 
Norway had homes with electric 
lights and running water, could 
buy whatever they wanted in 
the shops, let the men do the 
heavy labor, and traveled freely 
abroad. The Ukrainian prison-' 
ers and the Balts and Poles be- 
lieved me, but the Russians 
couldn't.”

water, advise food specialists. 
Experiments show that meat 
can be thawed slowly in the re- 
frigerator, faster at room tem- 
perature and faster still in front 
of an electric fan. Any of these 
three methods seems to have no 
ill effect on the flavor or tex- 
ture of the cooked meat. Thaw- 
ing under water, however, does 
cause loss of flavor and loss of 
important nutrients. 

Thawing meat deteriorates 
more rapidly,than fresh, so food 
experts recommend cooking it 
as soon as possible after it is 
thawed. 

Meat can be cooked frozen, 
but it is difficult to gauge the 
cookifig time of frozen meats, 
especially the larger cuts. You 
can start cooking steaks and 
chops when they are frozen, but 
allow about twice as long for 
cooking.

The experience was unforget- 
The filthy, teeming, half- 
ruined Chungking of the period, 
with its three or four daily air 
raids, tts government in a state 
of half-suspended animation, its 
hopes and fears, bitter discords 
and dumb doggedness, made an 
indelible impression. The worst 
part was the immediate disil- 
lusionment. 

In those days, the government 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek and the Free Chinese re- 
sistance to Japan were still being 
painted in America in luridly 
favorable colors. But instead of 
the unalloyed purity and patriot- 
ism advertised by Free China's 
American friends, one immedi- 
ately discovered all the weak- 
nesses of incompetence, corrup- 
tion and disorganization that 
were to contribute so greatly to 
defeat by the Chinese Com- 
munists. 


Then the Reaction. 

Not very long after that, the 
exaggerated American praise 
gave way to equally exaggerated 
abuse. What had been abso- 
lutely white became absolutely 
black, with even more unfortu- 
nate effects on American policy. 
The original falsehood, intended 
to help China, inevitably begot 
the violent reaction which 
greatly damaged China’s cause. 

These long forgotten facts are 
necessary to remember today, 
because here in Formosa the 
same silly cycle has started all 
over again. The professional 
enthusiasts for Chiang and his 
government, like Senator Wil- 
liam Knowland and William C. 
Bullitt, have grossly oversold 
Formosa in-the United States. 
Where one would like only to 
praise, it is necessary to begin 
by stripping away the compli- 
cated false fronts. 

First of all, this government 
in Formosa is not an unblem- 
ished free democracy. 

The people here have con- 
siderably more voice than they 
ever did on the Chinese main- 
land, and vastly more attention 
is paid to popular opinion and 
‘o the peonle’s welfare.

Our attention has been called to 
an editorial in the Post-Dispatch en- 
titled “The People Locally.” The 
statements it makes concerning our 
attitude toward the East Kentucky 
generation and transmission situa- 
tion are not factual and give a total- 
ly false impression as to this Admin- 
istration’s policies. 

The Kentucky situation, as you 
perhaps know, has been marked by 
much controversy between the co- 
operatives and the commercial utili- 
ties in the area. This is costing the 
rural people of Kentucky money, 
and we believe it is in their interest 
and the national interest to see the 
controversy ended on terms that are 
fa r to all concerned. 

Several weeks ago, a conference 
was held in Washington to explore 
the possibilities of doing this. At 
that conference, both sides agreed 
to co-operate with an independent 
engineer who was asked to look the 
situation over. 

. AS a result, we have released from 

a previous REA “stop order’ loan 
funds which are to be used by the 
East Kentucky Rurai Electric Co- 
operative for all those facilities 
which have so far been approved by 
the State Commission.

_ Kentucky people as you state, has 
forwarded their plans.

It is none too early for the voters of St. Louis 
and St. Louis county to begin the work that 
will assure approval of the proposed Metropoli- 
tan Sewer District at the polls. 

The plan for the Sewer District, which calls 
for the co-operation of city and county in the 
solution of a common problem, will be voted 
on Feb. 9. In terms of the educational work to 
be done that date is close at hand. 


The joint problem in this case is a health 
and engineering problem. It grows out of two 
simple facts: (1) Most of the industrial, com- 
mercial and residential property in St. Louis 
county is on high ground; (2) Storm-water and 
sewage facilities in the county and some parts 
of the city are inadequate to handle the present 
load. 

Water runs downhill, and cannot be dealt 
with piecemeal. Control must be on a watershed 
basis or there will be no control. And since 
flies, mosquitoes and other disease carriers 
breeding in an uncontrolled watershed do not 
recognize political or geographical boundaries, 
all of the watersheds in the metropolitan area 
have to be brought under control together,

This is exactly what the board of freeholders 
that planned the Sewer District has attempted 
to do. It proposes that the voters create a new 
governmental device—the metropolitan district 
—that would have full authority to tackle the 
problem and solve it. 

The district would have the legal status of a 
municipal corporation, and it would assume re- 
sponsibility for the construction, maintenance 
and operation of all sewers within its area. The 
job now is split up among some 21 special sewer 
districts, 15 municipal systems and more than 
75 subdivision systems in the city and county. 


On the policy-making level, the district’s gov- 
‘ernmental machinery has been designed to as- 
sure equal representation of city and county 
and to prevent domination by either political 
party. 

On the operating level, the freeholders have 
attempted to pave the way for business-like ef- 
ficiency by providing for professional direction 
and a merit system for all employes.

The plan also includes many safeguards against 
the arbitrary abuse of power. Limitations have 
been set on the size of bond issues and on the 
amount of taxes that can be levied for repair 
and maintenance. Revenue and general obliga- 
tion bonds may not be issued without approval 
of people in the area affected. Actions of the 
district's Board of Trustees may be appealed to 
the courts. 

The basic plan also includes some 50 amend- 
ments suggested by the people at public hear- 
ings and by city and county officials. One would 
permit the district, on a vote of the people, to 
take on additional jobs. These could include re- 
sponsibility for the supply of drinking water, 
for garbage disposal and related matters. 


Completion of the plan two months ahead of 
schedule is a measure of the vigor with which 
the freeholders have applied themselves, They 
have earned the community’s thanks for an im- 
portant public service performed without pay. 
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‘Man’s Best Hope’ 

The start of the ninth year of the United Na- 
tions is an occasion that every American citizen 
would do well to mark. This organization of the 
nations of the world, whatever its defects and 
failures, is, as the President has so aptly put it, 
“man’s best organized hope to substitute the 
conference table for the battlefield.” For, to 
quote Mr. Eisenhower again, “who knows what 
could have happened in th past years of 
strain and struggle if it had not been for the 
U.N.?” 

Yet there are those in this country who would 
have the United States withdraw from the U.N. 
They would have America defeat the U.N. as a 
generation ago this country defeated the League 
of Nations. In our opinion, the Bricker resolu- 
tion to amend the Constitution is just such a 
maneuver and in not too much disguise. The 
best way to observe the U.N.’s birthday is to 
resolve to protect it against its dangerous de- 
tractors. 
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The Health Division’s Job 


A persistent campaign to give the Humane 
Society of Missouri responsibility for supervision 
of the City Dog Pound has been under way for 
the last few weeks. We hope the Board of Alder- 
men will ignore it. 

Control and eradication of rabies, a fatal dis- 
ease that is transmitted to-human beings through 
the bite of a rabid dog, is an important public 
health matter for which the city’s Health Divi- 
sion is responsible, not the Humane Society. 

To meet this responsibility the Health Divi- 
sion must have effective control of the stray 
dog population, which is what the dog pound is 
set up to do. The Aldermen ought to give the 
Health Division complete authority to run the 
dog pound. It can be both an asset to public 
health and a place for the humane treatment of 
stray dogs. 
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Better Parole—or More Crime 

The discussion of Missouri’s parole system by 
The Kansas City Times, reprinted today 
under the cartoon, shows that adequate super- 
vision is a first essential. Carl Austin Hall, one 
of the kidnapers of little Bobby Greenlease, was 
a convict out on parole. The parole officer who 
was responsible for supervising him had 105 pa- 
rolees to look after. That is more than twice the 
maximum of 50 prescribed by the National Pro- 
bation and Parole Association. 

So it is not surprising that the overloaded of- 
ficer “does not appear to have known that Hall 
had left the job he had as a motor car salesman 
and had not settled down to stable employment,” 
in the words of The Times’s editorial. 


A convict is not supposed to be paroled unless 
he has-a job, as Hall had when he was let out 
of prison. When Hall left his job, that was a 
danger signal. The parole officer should have 
kaown about it promptly. He should have seen to 
it that Hall either got to work on another job 
or went back to jail. He would more likely have 
seen the danger signal and taken action if he 
had been able to devote enough attention to 
every one of his parolees. 

This is not to say. that Hall could not have 
committed the kidnaping regardless. But it is 
to say that all the precautions which parole, as 
a system of rehabilitation, can set up, to make 
the released prisoner safe and keep him safe, 
would have then been taken. The probabilities of 
crime would have been sharply reduced. 

Missouri needs more parole officers. As The 
Times’s companion paper, The Kansas City Star, 
says editorially: “The parole system is not some- 
thing dreamed up by do-gooders and bleeding

hearts. It is an essential part of the reform ef- 
fort accepted and used by the most practical 
men in the business.” It is the only means yet 
devised of bridging the transition between com- 
plete imprisonment and complete release. 
There is no point in blaming parole as a sys- 
tem in a case like Hall's. Blame should be laid 
to failure to operate the parole system well 
enough. It will cost some more money to employ 
as many parole officers as are required to look 
after parolees in Missouri closely enough. But 
failure to make parole operate efficiently would 
in all probability cost some more lives.

Does the FBI make a practice of going around 
at 1 o’clock in the morning and getting people 
it wants to question out of bed? 

The question is prompted by the statement 
made to the Post-Dispatch by John Hager, the 
St. Louis taxicab driver, who gave the original 
tip that led to the arrest of the Greenlease case 
kidnapers. 

If Hager’s word is to be believed—and it has 
not been denied by the FBI officer in charge— 
two FBI agents went to the house where the 
taxicab driver lives early Saturday morning. 
He to the Post-Dispatch that they proceeded 
to his bedroom where they woke him out of 
his sleep. 

The dress and manner of the men, so Hager 
said, made him doubt that they were FBI agents 
until they showed him credentials. The circum- 
stances of the visit still puzzled him so he said 
he would go with them only if they put him 
under arrest, which they did. They first took 
him on a search for the missing ransom money 
and then at the Federal building he was ques- 
tioned fgr eight hours. Apparently all this 
was fruitless for he was released. 

Hager, who concludes that his telephone line 
was tapped because of a remark made by one of 
the men who got him out of bed, certainly was 
not leaving town at the time he was seized. He 
was asleep in his home. Just how necessary 
was it that he be routed out of bed at such an 
hour to start a marathon questioning? Would 
not the next morning have done as well? 

John Hager may know something about the 
missing money. He may know nothing. In any 
case, the FBI ought to be sure of itself when 
it seizes someone in the middle of the night. The 
FBI is not above the law. A man’s home is his 
castle and there is a federal law against use of 
wiretapped evidence. Solving the ransom 
mystery is important, but it is far more im- 
portant that constitutional safeguards not be 
trampled on by those who represent the law. 

Director J. Edgar Hoover ought to have a 
report on the conduct of his agents in this case.

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Cooler, Yes, But Still Dry 


An aspect of the drouth calamity which will 
be perhaps six months or more in making itself 
fully felt is its bearing on employment in the 
cities. How many farmers will sell out or leave 
the soil because they have lost everything no 
one of course yet knows. But there already have 
been enough sales in parched Missiouri to make 
this a problem. 

Industrial layoffs are occurring in the cities 
as the defense machine slows down on orders 
from Washington. Those who have been em- 
ployed in mills and factories and foundries will 
have the inside track for any new openings. The 
stranded farmer, who comes to the city, is likely 
to be still stranded if he does not have special 
help in finding the way to making a new start in 
life. This is a problem to which the proper 
agencies in the Community Chest ought to both 
give thought and planning. 

Let no one think the drouth Is over just be- 
cause it is cooler. It can be just as dry in cold 
weather as in hot. A dry fall and winter after 
the long, dry summer waquld make the disaster 
incalculably greater. 
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All Years Are Critical 


United States authorities have given up the 
“critical year” method of trying to speed up 
defense preparations. They discovered that it 
was too much like the “Wolf! Wolf!” cries of 
the boy in the fable. 
enemy aggression and it passes without aggres- 
sion, the psychological let-down and the loss of 
confidence in those who raised the alarm may 
more than offset anything gained by the device. 


So it is regrettable that the technique is being 
taken up in Western Germany—with 1956 pro- 
claimed as the danger year—largely, it would 
seem, as a device to get France to ratify the 
European Defense Community agreements. The 
Germans are giving the scare stories a new twist 
by predicating them even more on satellite build- 
ups than on the activity of the Soviet Union 
itself. But the old machine cannot be disguised 
by a bit of new chrome. 

West European defense plans should be rati- 
France and Italy are 
playing a dangerous game with their delays. But 
they should be moved to ratification by the 
continuing, over-all implications of the interna- 
tional situation. Aggression could come before 
1956; conceivably it might never come. If the 
latter should turn out to be the fact, it will be 
because of the deterring effects of Western de 
fenses. 

Those defenses should be built up to adequate 
levels as soon as possible, and they should be 
kept at required levels as long as necessary— 
probably for a good many years. The motivation 
behind this effort can only be weakened by talk 
of a “critical year.” In these times, all years 
are critical. 


Not Now, Maybe Later 

The United States delegation to the U.N. has 
disappointed some of the smaller countries by 
announcing that it cannot contribute now to a 
new fund for aid of underdeveloped countries. 
Without an American contribution the fund is 
unlikely to be established. 

At the same time, the American delegation is 
pushing for adoption of a resolution that would 
pledge contributions to such a fund at some 
time in the future. The date is not stated. It is 
merely indicated in these words: “when suffi- 
cient progress has been made in internationally 
supervised world-wide disarmament.” 

President Eisenhower last April pointed out 
that effective disarmament would enable all 
countries to cut their military budgets, and 
some of the savings, he said, could be devoted 
to international aid of underdeveloped countries. 

That is a fine statement of long-range purpose, 
but is it really a good idea for our country to 
oppose a development fund now while insisting 
that everybody pledge one in the vague, indefi- 
nite future? If we don’t want to put up the 
money at the moment, it might be wiser not to 
talk about doing so when the ghost ship of dis- 
armament comes in.

What Ails Our Parole System?

Certainly the public outrage over the 
kidnaping and murder of Bobby Green- 
lease demands all possible strengthen- 
ing of the Missouri parole system. 


Whenever a_ spectacularly vicious 
crime is committed by an ex-convict out 
on parole hot criticism is turned on 
the parole system involved and the 
board that turned the criminal loose. 


A part of it, of course, comes from 
the fury of the moment and amounts to 
a sweeping attack on the whole estab- 
lished principle of parole. We doubt 
that any practical person engaged in 
penal work could see abolition of the 
parole method as anything but a long 
backward step. , 

But Missouri is confronted with a 
mistake that turned out to have the 
most terrible consequences. It should 
awaken the state and its legislators to 
do everything in their power to give 
Missouri a parole system as effective as 
human knowledge can make it, 


To present the facts on the present 
system The Star is now running a series 
of articles by Lew Larkin, Jefferson 
City correspondent. Only by studying 
a system’s over-all record and its appar- 
ent weaknesses can any constructive 
improvements be made. 


An indicated weakness of the Missou- 
ri system is lack of funds to employ an 
adequate number of probation officers. 
Supervision after the release of a pris- 
oner is a vital part of the system. It 
is in the probation period that the meth- 
od succeeds or fails. 

Carl Austin Hall was paroled with 
the understanding that he had a job as 
a motor car salesman. A job is essen- 
tial to a parole. Yet the probation of- 
ficer at St. Joseph does not appear to 
have known that Hall had left the job 


and had not settled down to stable em- 
ployment. 

The officer at St. Joseph is charged 
with looking after 105 parolees which 
is more than double the national aver- 
age of 50. Missouri should find out 
how many cases a good parole officer 
can handle effectively and proceed on 
that basis. 


Along with making sure it has 
enough officers the state is responsible 
for having capable, energetic officers. 


Obviously the first test of a system 
comes with the original decision on a 
parole. At the penitentiaries of New 
York, Massachusetts, New Jersey and 
some other states full time psychiatrists 
are considered essential to the proced- 
ure. 

A psychiatrist reports on the prison- 
er’s potentialities for readjustment. In 
Missouri the decision is based on be- 
havior in prison, past record, the im- 
pressions of prison officials and a brief 
interview by the parole board. 


No one can say that the best pro- 
cedure could have prevented the pa- 
role of Hall. He had the advantage of 
being a first termer who was also fiend- 
ishly capable of putting up a false front. 
The best system is bound to make some 
mistakes. 

Missouri has a tight system that last 
year paroled only 28 per cent of its 
convicts. This is fewer than most states 
and some paroled above 70, 80 or even 
90 per cent in the same year. The per- 
centage of Missouri parolees involved 
in new law violations is very small. 

The job now is to improve the sys- 
tem and reduce mistakes to the irre- 
ducible minimum. From all we have 
heard that is the clear mandate of 
Missouri people today. 


Dogs That Have Had Their Day

It is a sad coincidence that, just as 
celebrations are being held to com- 
memorate the eighth centenary of one 
St. Bernard’s death, the life-saving dogs 
of another of the four St. Bernards 
should be put out of business on the 
high Alpine passes. They and the 
monks, their masters, are preparing to 
quit. The Vatican, bowing to progress 
in road building, has decreed that the 
hospice shall be evacuated. 


At the moment, the monks are still 
taking the dogs for long walks across 
rocks and snow. But the decree has 
gone forth. The last nip of brandy or 
wine has been sipped and “finis” must 
be written at the end of a long story. 
It is much shorter than some of its 
more imaginative followers have be- 
lieved. 

St. Bernard of Menthon, who died in 
1008, undoubtedly founded a monastery 
and hospice at the highest point of the 
Great St. Bernard Pass, 8000 feet above 
sea level, and, a few years later, an- 
other hospice lower down on the Little 
St. Bernard Pass, Avalanches and snow- 
drifts forty feet high made his enter- 
prise a boon to travellers for centuries. 
If he is otherwise less famous than St. 
Bernard of Clairvaux, who died in 1153, 
he had the advantage in his dogs. 


But when they were first bred seems 
wrapped in mystery. Visitors to the 
hospice as late as the eighteenth cen- 
tury largely overlooked them. 


But early in the nineteenth century, 
T 


they were seen in pairs, one said to 
have a cask of wine and a container of 
bread round its neck and the other 
carrying a kundle of clothing. Their 
first representative visited England in 
Waterloo year. Thereafter, they won 
all hearts. 

No dogs that Landseer painted—and 
not even his lions—were more in the 
public eye or more loved for a combi- 
nation of strength and benevolence. So 
high did they rise in popular esteem 
that a reverend father was able to en- 
gage Mr. Gladstone in theological dis- 
cussion on whether they had been 
brought into the world specifically for 
the purpose of saving lives. 

The St. Bernard dogs, judging by. the 
colored pictures that once ornamented 
every well-conducted nursery, fully 
earned their popularity. Some of them, 
so the children were told, suffered 
martyrdom worthy of Gelert. One, be- 
ing mistaken for a wolf by a man he 
was digging out of the snow, was shot 


dead. 

But before that sad fate befell him 
he had unearthed, licked back to 
warmth, and brought stimulating re- 
freshment to stranded wayfarers whose 
numbers are given at the lowest as 
twenty-nine and at the most impressive 
seventy-five. 

Now that the motorist has no need 
of their services, it may be hoped that 
they will remain as mascots and watch- 
dogs wherever the good work of their 
saint is being carried on. 


Between Book Ends 


Near Death on the Delta 


SHIM, by Reuben Davis: (Bobbs-Merriil, 268 
Pgs., $3.) ‘ 

Here is a loving, sometimes idyllic 
evocation of a bygone period, recollect- 
ed happily by one who knew the scene 
well. Far better in its non-fictional 
than its fictional moments, it is a rather 
curious yet nevertheless moving, fre 
quently touching study of a half-forgot- 
ten scene. 

Shim is a 14-year-old youth who, we 
are told, lived some 50 years ago in the 
rich Mississippi delta area downriver 
from Memphis. He is a simple, observ- 
ant boy, who fishes, hunts about the 
woods, gets into troubles with human 
beings as well as with animals and 

é meanwhile revelsin 
a series of colorful 
episodes told by a 
writer who is obvi- 
ously much at 
home in his locale. 

As a novel, 
“Shim” falls short; 
it is, instead, a cas- 
ually pieced _ to- 
gether series of in- 
cidents. But for 
all who like the 
magnificence of a 
little-touched _ter- 
rain, a resourceful 
een eleees of 
scene and natural 
life, the book will be a fine reading 
experience. 


Shim and his mother, “Miss Cherry,” 
and a few others delight in the beauties 
of the delta, a land of superb forests of 
gums and oak. Shim shoots wild hogs; 
he finds himself close to death in 
clashes with alligators and also with 
his neighbors. Like Shim himself, the 
author seems more at home with the 
natural inhabitants of the woods than 
with the two-footed interlopers. 


In these pages “civilization” is coming 
to the delta, with sawmills, migrant 
workers and other influences that will 
forever change the boy's life, and also 
the delta’s. When the book closes, the 
delta is quite different, and so, too,

Hopes Disappointed. 


Last April he and his top as- 
sistants were removed from Civil 
Service protection by an order 
of Secretary Benson which was 
confirmed by the Civil Service 
Commission in August.

Technicians Dismissed. 


If the reorganization plan 
goes through as drafted, many 
others will leave the service in 
the reduction of personnel that 
is called for, some, like Dr. 
Salter, after many years in soil 
conservation work. 

Dr. Salter, now 61, came to 
the department in 1941 after a 
long career in agronomy and 
soil chemistry in various capaci- 
ties, including teaching in the 
University of West Virginia and 
Ohio State university, where he 
graduated and did his  post- 
graduate work, and administra- 
tive and directorial activities in 
state extension services of Ohio 
and North Carolina, among other 
posts. He is a native of Indiana.

Likewise there would be a re- 
duction of area conservationists 
from 329 to 236, according to 
arr analysis just issued in Hous- 
ton, Texas, by the officers of 
the National Association of Soil 
Conservation Districts who met 
there to draft a report to their 
membership which is made up 
of commissioners who are 
elected by: the farmers and 
operate under state law. 


Handicaps Foreseen. 


In its report, the association, 
which has been leading the pro- 
test against the Benson reor- 
ganization proposal, claimed 
that state extension services are 
not now equipped to supply the 
technical services heretofore 
provided by the regional offices 
and that, if they do try to do 
the work, it will cost more than 
it now does under the regional 
set-up. 

The association, report also 
declared that the upstream flood 
conservation program would be 
“gravely handicapped” by aban- 
donment of the regional offices 
and loss of their high-caliber 
technical services. 

It is yet possible that the re- 
organization scheme, which was 
scheduled originally to take 
effect around Nov. 1, may be 
modified. At least there are 
indications at the Department 
that it may be delayed and that, 
in itself, may forecast altera- 
tions.

ART MUSEUM DRAWS 
AN EXPERT'S PRAISE 


Van Gogh Show Crowds 
Well Handled, British 
Visitor Says. 


The City Art Mueum’s ar- 
rangement of the Van Gogh cen- 
tennial exhibition “is beautifully 
designed to make clear the 
artist's stylistic development and 
to prevent congesti of visi- 
tors,”” Miss Mary Woodall, depu- 
ty director of the City Museum 
and Art Gallery of Birmingham, 
England, said here yesterday. 
Her study of the display began 
Friday. 

“I had a good opportunity to 
see what can result at such a 
showing when the Birriingham 
museum played host to another 
outstanding Van Gogh collection 
six years ago,” she said. “Visi- 
tors’ enthusiasm was about the 
same, but we did less well about 
avoiding congestion.” 

Attendance, rising steadily, to- 
taled 1723 Friday, 3164 Saturday 
and 6499 yesterday, compared 
with 4910 the previous Sunday. 
The show’s 181 paintings and 
drawings are distributed through 
seven large galleries, with an 
eighth set aside for lectures, so 
that visitors’ views of the pic- 
tures were unobstructed till late 
afternoon yesterday. 


About 150 persons yesterday 
followed Miss Mary Powell, the 
museum’s supervisor of educa- 
tion, on each of her two gallery 
tours. Because of the heavy at- 
tendance at these lectures, Miss 
Powell was obliged to cancel 
her “Masterpiece of the Week” 
talks. 

Miss Woodall is in the United 
States on a combined lecture 
tour and an inspection of Ameri- 
can museums. “Since yours, like 
ours, is a truly municipal mu- 
seum,” she said, “I learned much

“Your education program, di- 
rected by Miss Powell, is a won- 
derful model. I plan to incorpor- 
ate your idea of children’s games 
into our own offering.” 

The visitor, who holds a doc- 
tor of philosophy degree in art 
history from the University of 
London, is the author of a life 
of Thomas Gainsborough pub- 
lished by the Phoenix Press, Lon- 
don, and of “Gainsborough’s 
Landscape Drawings,” issued by 
Faber & Faber.

PROUDIGE. REPORTED 


Radio Panel — Much 
Remains to Be Done, 
However. 


Much progress in improving 
inter-group relationships has 
been made in St. Louis since 
World War II, leaders of the 
National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews agreed yesterday 
on the “Operation Progress” 
program of Radio Station KWK. 

However, much remains to be 
accomplished, particularly in 
elimination of prejudices ac- 
quired in the home, it was point- 
ed out. 

Everett R. Clinchy of New 
York, president and one of the 
founders of the conference, said 
a principal achievement since 
the conference was established 
25 years ago is the “creation of 
an atmosphete more receptive 
to ideas of improved human re- 
lationships.” 

He said he was particularly 
impressed with steps taken by 
St. Louis public schools in bring- 
ing various racial, social and 
economic groups closer together. 
Similar progress also has been 
made in parochial schools, local 
colleges and universities and in- 
dustry, he added.

Parents’ Views Can Warp

SPCHICAGO, Oct. 26—Children 
can be warped for life in their 
attitudes toward racial, religious 
and ethnic groups by noticing 
such views in parents, the Rev.

Father Maher, addressing the 


4national executive committee of 


the American Jewish Committee, 
said people acquire bigotry and 
prejudice in many ways. Such 
attitudes do not come naturally, 
hut are taught, he emphasized. 

“You can do it with words, 
or simply with gestures,” he de- 
clared. “A child notices the curl 
of the lip, thé shrug of the 
shoulders, or the contemptuous 
phrase on the lips of its parents.

Preference Clause Changed. 


Built by the Bureau of Recla- 
mation, Fort Randall dam will 
now dispose of its power under 
a new ruling issued by the De- 
partment of the Interior. This 
ruling modifies the preference 
provision under which the low- 
cost power has gone to co-ops 
and municipally owned electric 
systems. 

With the change surplus pow- 
er is sold to private utilities 
through 20-year contracts that 
are irrevocable. Furthermore 
the Bureau of the Budget has 
cut out most of the rural lines 
carrying power from Reclama- 
tion dams. 

Up until the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, contracts with pri- 
vate utilities were subject to 
change if preference customers 
came along needing the power. 
With the new ruling the co-ops 
are fearful that they are pre- 
cluded from further growth. 


Tudor Makes Decision. 


While this touches some areas 
in the Midwest, it is a vital is- 
sue in the Western states where 
reclamation:is an important part 
of the economy. In Wyoming, 
for example, about 80 per cent 
of all power comes from Bu- 
reau of Reclamation projects. 
Under the New Interior Depart- 
ment ruling surplus power from 
these projects will be sold to 
private utilitiés in Denver and 
Cheyenne. At a recent regional 
meeting of co-ops in Wyoming, 
angry protests boiled up over 
the new policy. 

At a similar meeting in Bill- 
ings, Mont., a whole series of 
resolutions was adopted de- 
nouncing the power policy of 
the Administration.  Interest- 
ingly enough the target of these 
resolutions was not Secretary of 
Interior Douglas McKay but Un- 
der Secretary Ralph A. Tudor.

All this may seem pretty ab-

and particularly now that farme- 
ers everywhere are caught in the 
squeeze of rising costs for what 
they buy and declining costs for 
whaf they sell. 

It is true that voters are few 
and far between and because 
population is so thinly distribut- 
ed the six mountain states send 
only 13 members to the House 
of Representatives. Of this to- 
tal, seven are Republicans and 
six are Democrats. In the elec- 
tion last year the Republicans 
made a net gain of one in these 
six mountain states. 

But the House is now divided 
so narrowly—218 Republicans to 
214 Democrats—that these seats 
scattered widely through the 
geography of the West could 
actually determine control in the 
election of 1954. 

In other words, quite apart 
from what happens anywhere 
else, the resentment of farmers 
and ranchers in the West on the 
issue of power may seal the fate 
of the first Republican Admin- 
istration to hold office in 20 
years.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26:(AP) — 
The 1953 college football season, 
you might say, will start next 
Saturday for just about every 
top team in the country except 
Notre Dame. 

Frank Leahy’s legions today 
stood head and shoulders over 
the pack, and if they don’t crush 
Navy just as they’ve beaten down 
all their opposition thus far, the 
experts will be jumping off high 
buildings in droves. 

At the moment, the longest 
winning streak among the ma- 
jor schools is a modest 11 com- 
piled by West Virginia, which 
won six last year and has five 
more this season. 

For Georgia Tech, which fell 
before the Notre Dame power- 
house, and Michigan State, 
which dropped a 6-0 decision to 
Purdue, hitherto the patsy of 
the Big Ten, their dream worlds 
have disappeared. 

Irish Crash Light Line. 

The Engineers had run up a 
string of 31 games without a de- 
feat, although they were tied 
twice, before Johnny Lattner 
and company slugged them, 27- 
14, last Saturday. This was no 
upset.

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NIXON BEGINS STUDY G.I. Who Left Reds Says He Faked 


Conversion to ‘Gather Evidence’ 


Wanted to Prove Communists Are ‘Rotten 
to the Core’ and Get Revenge 
for Mistreated Yanks. 


OF MALAYAN ISSUES 


Vice President Arrives From 
Singapore, Interested in 
Fight on Communism. 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaya, 
Oct. 26 (AP)—Vice President 
Richard Nixon landed here to- 
day from Singapore. 

He told newsmen he hoped to 
see how British officials are 
carrying out their anti-Commu- 
nist campaign in Malaya, which 


he said has turned out more fa- 
vorably than he had expected 
before leaving Washington. 

The Vice President also said 
he would discuss tin and rubber 
questions with leading officials 
and may have a statement, be- 
fore departing for Bangkok to- 
morrow, on America’s position 
regarding continued purchase of 
Malaya tin and rubber. 

* Nixon will discuss military 
questions today with Gen. Sir 
Gerald Templer, high commis- 
sioner for Malaya, and other 
military officials, and also will 
meet government authorities 
and business men on trade prob- 
lems. 

The Vice President said he 
was particularly anxious to “‘see 
for myself the impact policies 
of the United States have on 
the economy of countries like 
this one.” 

Malayan business men and 
newspapers have declared re- 
peatedly that fluctuating. pur- 
chase of rubber and tin by the 
United States is threatening the 
Ppeninsula’s economy. 

Before leaving Singapore 
Nixon told newsmen after a 
three-hour talk with Malcolm 
MacDonald, British commission- 
er-general for Southeast Asia, 
that he was now “more optimis- 
tic about the future in the 
whole general area of Southeast 


Asia.” 

“The low point has _ been 
reached and the tide is turning 
in Southeast Asia,” he said.

TOKYO, Oct. 26 (AP)—A 
young soldier from Virginia said 
today he refused repatriation 
from a Communist prison camp 
so he could gather evidence to 
prove to the people of America 
the Communists:“are rotten to 
the core.” 

Cpl. Edward S. Dickenson, 23 
years old, remained behind with 
22 other Americans when most 
Allied war captives were repa- 
triated at the end of the Ko- 
rean fighting. 

Last Wednesday he left the 
compound north of Panmunjom 
where the others are still await- 
ing explanations, about why they 
should come home and told the 
Indian guards he had changed 
his mind and wantd to be re 
pstriated. 

Dickenson held a news con- 
ference at Tokyo army hospital 
to explain why he had stayed 
behind—and why he later asked 
the Indians let him come 


home. 
Wanted Revenge. 

Dickenson said he never be- 
lieved in Communism, though 
the other Americans in prison 
Camp 5 at Pyoktong, North Ko- 
rea, considered him a “progres- 
sive” who co-operated with the 
Chinese Reds. 

He said he wanted to learn 
all he could about the Com- 
munists so he would get re- 
venge for what they did to me 
and my buddies.” 

Dickenson said the Commu- 
nists promised him and the other 
22 Americans that if they stayed 
behind they would have “plenty 
of women, a good home and 
could go to school to take up any 
studies.” 

The Reds also promised the 
men they could go to China or 
Russia or any Communist coun- 
try, Dickenson said. 

Predicted U.S. Revolution. 

In about five years, he said 
the Communists told them, there 
would be a revolution in the 
United States. Then, he said, the 
men who remained behind now 
were told they would return to 
the United States and “would be 
the masters of our own country.” 


Dickenson said some of the 
men were told that if they went 
to China and studied Commu- 
nism they could “hold the high 
position of general” when they 
came back to the United States, 
in the revolution. 


“The Communist party of the 
United States would plan out 
when the revolution would start 
and we would be shipped back 
when the time comes,” he said. 


He said he thought perhaps 
10 of the 22 Americans now in 
Indian custody would decide to 
be repatriated “if they have 
proper explanations.” . 

“The Chinese plan to use 
these men in every Way pos- 
sible,” he said. “It would be best 
if every mother and father and 
everybody in the United States 
would urge these men in every 
way possible to come back. They 
have a dark future if they go to 
China.” 

He said while he was in prison 
camp he wrote propaganda let- 
ters and made propaganda 
broadcasts for the Communists 
because he was “required to do 
it.” He said the Reds told him 
if he didn’t make the broadcasts 
he would never see his family 
again. 

Went to Study Groups. 

Dickenson said the other 
Americans in his camp “called 
me a Progressive because I went 
to the (Communist) study 
groups.” 

“In each compgny there were 
some Progressives. Sometimes 
they got an extra box of matches 
or something. They called that 
special treatment,” he said. 

He said he went to the study 
groups because “I was curious 
to know what Marxism and Len- 
inism were.”

Exactly how this Trick or 
Treat tradition got started is a 
cloudy issue among us histori- 
ans.

Pounding Radiators. 
CCORDING to someone who 
says he knows what he’s 
talking about, it’s very im- 

portant that you wake up in a 
happy frame of mind. If the 
first sound you hear in the 
morning is an unpleasant one, 
like the knocking on the door 
of a bill collector or the pound- 
ing of a steam radiator when 
the steam comes up, chances are 
you'll have breakfast in a glum 
mood. 

A bill collector knocks be- 
cause you owe him money and 
a radiator pounds because at 
some point water has become 
trapped and is getting in the 
way of the oncoming steam. The 
simplest way to eliminate. the 
bill collector is to pay the bill, 
but with the radiator things are 
a little more involved. 

One cure that works pretty 
well when the pounding is in or 
right near the radiator is to put 
small blocks of wood under the 
legs of the radiator at the op- 
posite end from where the steam 
pipe is attached. What you 
should do is to close the shut off 
valve and then put a thin block 
under the legs. Turn on the 
valve and see if things still 
pound. If they do, close the 
valve and put thicker blocks 
under until the pounding stops 
for good. 

Sometimes you get a pound- 
ing in the pipes and this can be 
corrected by installing addition- 
al pipe supports so that the 
pipes can move and so that the 
pipes slant for their entire 
length toward the boiler. Sags 
in the pipes collect water which 
will cause the pounding.

The Bright Child

RE you the relative of an unusually bright child? 
A If you are a grandparent, it’s almost certain that 

your answer will be “Yes.” We have practically never 
heard of a grandparent whose grandchild was not unusually 
smart for its age. 

Parents are apt to be a little more modest in their 
estimate, but an appreciable number wil] still answer “Yes” 
to our question. 

Sometimes their Judgment is incorrect. Sometimes it 
is influenced only by parental devotion. Often it is based 
on the fact that the child has unusual skill and ability in 
talking, so that, even though he may not be super-intelligent, 
his good language gives the impression that he is. 
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SUCH PARENTS FALL into the trap of complaining, 
“He’s just too smart. In fact, he’s too smart for his father 
and me. He’s so smart he just gets bored, all the time.” 
Actually the real answer in most such cases is that the child 
is very talkative, but his imagination may be lacking, and 
he is often very poor at doing things with his hands. 

However, many parents who answer that yes, they do 
have a bright child, will be telling the truth. It is not 
unusual to find a 2-year-old who responds to the standard 
tests like a 3 or even 4-year-old. Or a 4 or a 5-year old who 
in many respects is way ahead of his age. 

And since early tests are to a large extent (even though 
not 100 per cent) predictive, the early brightness continues 
right through life.

PARENTS OF SUCH CHILDREN often face special 
problems in bringing them up. And then often turn to 
teacher or psychologist for special help and useful clues. 

Such parents will come upon no startling secrets nor 
unusual techniques, but they will find a good deal of prac- 
tical common-sense advice in a new book called “Bright 
Children—A Guide for Parents,” written by Cutts and 
Moseley, and published by Putnam. 

The book starts off with a chapter called “How Bright 
Is Your Child?” It gives some simple measures Which can 
help you recognize early the presence of a really bright 
child in the family midst. 

It advises about disciplining these children and also 
considers their school careers—what you can do to help 
them, get the most out of schooling and how you can help 
them to avoid customary pitfalls. 1. 

Though the special emphasis is on especially bright 
children, actually the information given is general enough 
to apply to any normal child regardless of intelligence level. 
We can recommend this book as easy, light but informative 
reading.

Whip out your hairbrush and cover it with an old 
stocking, drawing the stocking over it tightly, so the bristles 
of the brush show through the stocking.

‘Moulin Rouge’ Song Success Story 


Felicia Sanders Sang Vocal ‘as a Surprise,’ Scored Hit That Sparked Her Singing Career

HEN Columbia Records de- 
W cicea to make a recording 

of the theme song from the 
film, “Moulin Rouge,” Mitch 
Miller, their artist and reper- 
toire man, came up with a 
bright idea. The recording was 
to be primarily instrumental, 
featuring Percy Faith and a 45- 
piece orchestra, but Miller sug- 
gested that they put a vocal 
near the end of the record—"“as 
a surprise.” He looked around 
the recording studio, sighted a 
newcomer he’d just signed. up, 
and asked her if she'd mind this 
incidental chore. 

“Being in a position of having 
made only one record, I didn't 
fee] I could object to an, thing,” 
Felicia Sanders recalls. 

The vocal was recorded with- 
out much fanfare, The “Moulin 
Rouge” song was the B side of 
the record anyway; the record- 
ing company expected the other 
side, “Swedish Rhapsody,” to 
sell the disc. “Swedish Rhap- 
sody” went big in Minnesota, but 
somehow in every other locale, 
disc jockeys flipped the record 
over. The “suprise” vocal pro- 
vided more of a surprise than 
its makers had bargained for, It 
hit the best seller lists over- 
night, stayed there most of the 
summer, and finally passed the 
magic. million sales mark. 

It also made a star of Felicia 
Sanders, who is now at the 
Chase Club, and has become 
pretty well reconciled to being 
identified as “that Moulin Rouge 
song girl.” 

She does hope she'll stay 
around long enough to be known 
for something other than the 
one song and the chances are 
she will. Her singing career 
was no fluke, but the result of 
careful planning, and her show 
business story is a novelty in a 
world where novelties are com- 
monplace. 

To begin with, she was the 
wife of an attorney and the 
mother of a 22-year-old son when 
she embarked on a_ singing 
career. She’d “played around” 
with music all her life but hadn't 
taken it seriously. New York- 
born, she grew up In California, 
where her parents and her 
brother, an engineer, still live. 
She studied merchandising at 
the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, took piano ‘and dancing 
lessons, dabbled in theater. Her 
husband numbered several the- 
atrical people among his clients 
and they were friendly with sing- 
ers, composers, lyricists. During 
the war years, Felicia decided to 
give singing a try. 

“T really used the war as an 
excuse,” she says a little guiltily. 
“I told myself it was my duty 
to go around and sing at camps 
and hospitals—you know, as if 
those poor guys weren't suffer- 
ing enough, they had to listen to 
people like me breaking in.”

Soon she had teamed up with 
a composer and a lyricist who 
shared her ideas. 

“I've always been a tremen- 
dous fan of Edith Piaf and I 
wanted to do the type of diseuse 
material she uses — not just 
songs but dramatized stories,” 
she says. “I’ve never put much 
emphasis on the singing end be- 
cause—well, let’s face it, by 
classical standards, a popular 
singer, while she may have 
pleasant qualities, isn’t really a 
great singer.” 

At a small club, The Gala, 
on Hollywood's Sunset Strip, 
Felicia found a public that ap-

preciated her original material 
but found, on the other hand, 
that there were just as many 
who liked a straight arrange- 
ment of an old favorite.

HE first recording she made 

was “People In Love Can Be 

Lonely.” It was released last 
Christmas at the same time as 
little Jimmie Boyd's record of 
“I Saw Mommie Kissing Santa 
Claus.” It went unheralded and 
unsung, or unplayed, which in 
record circles is worse. The sec- 
ond was the “Moulin Rouge” 
song. She laughs now when she 
thinks that the number that 
helped her “get lucky” didn’t 
excite her much at the time. 


“I liked the idea of ‘singing 


“ with a 45-piece orchestra, but I 


wasn’t very enthusiastic about 
my part of the record,” she says. 
“And my family thought it was 
terrible. My sister-in-law wrote 
me, ‘I’ve always been honest 
with you; this record is one 
you'll have to explain.’” 

Before Felicia had a chance 
she found herself on the hit pa- 
rade and on the merry-go-round 
of TV guest appearances and 
promotion. 

The personal appearances 
added greatly to her reputation. 
Critics praised the fact that she 
“doesn’t gimmick it up, she 
doesn’t overdress or underplay.” 
Wrote one of them, “I’m tired 
of girl singers who try to sound 
like a trombone. When I want 
to hear how a trombone sounds, 
I'll listen to a trombone. This 
girl doesn’t sound the least bit 
like a trombone . . . she sounds 
just like a singer.” 

Small, dark-haired, and more 
intellectual looking than glamor- 
ous, Felicia hopes to plot her 
future course. sensibly. She'd 
like to make New York her 
home base, perhaps do a show 
there. She expects to keep on 
making records and working 
hard at promoting them. 

“And that can be a 24-hour-a- 
day job,” she admits. “Some- 
times I sit down to handle cor- 
respondence after a show and 
I'm still going at 6 o’clock in the 
morning. I have to learn how 
to say, ‘Enough of this already,’ 
and relax and spend more time 
with my family.” 

Her husband and 17-year-old 
son, Jeff, have been patient 
about sharing her, however, and 
frequently join her—as they'll 
do here — on her out-of-town 
engagements. 

“The two-career set-up can 
cause problems,” she says, “but 
my husband has been wonderful 
all the way. I guess he has the 
right philosophy. We still laugh 
over what he said at the very 
beginning when we talked over 
the idea of my having a career. 
His reaction was, ‘Well, it’s 
cheaper than a psychiatrist’.”

West gave serious considera- 
tion to leading a heart or a dia- 
mond, but he finally decided 
that his partner’s suit was safest, 
so he opened the spade eight—a 
selection for which he could not 
be criticized. Dummy’s spade 
jack was put in and East covered 
with the king. South ruffed, 
then laid down the trump ace, 
and when West's jack fell, took 
time out to consider further. 

Obviously, something would 
have to be done about the three 
red-suit losers—but what? At 
first glance, the dummy didn’t 
offer much hope.

“HAND OVER FIST”—An 
American Saying? 


HE connotation of the 
T phrase “hand over fist,” as 

we know it, as rapidity, ease 
of action, as m Its most popular 
allusion to making money “hand 
over fist.” 

The question is whether this 
is really an extension of “hand 
over hand,” in allusion to the 
rapid advancement of a sailor 
climbing a rope. And to the 
reader posing this we would say 
that if one would jump to such 
conclusions in seeking to ex- 
plain “hand over fist,” we may 
as well go back 400 years and 
attribute it to “hand over head!” 


“In a reckless, thoughtless 
manner,” is the definition of 
“hand over head“ advanced in 
the “West Somerset Word 
Book,” published by Frederick 
T. Elworthy, an English philolo- 
gist and antiquary of the last 
century. And this phrase is on 
the record since 1555. “Hand 
over head pell mell upon them 
run,” wrote Michael Drayton, a 
poet of the sixteenth and early 
seventeenth centuries, with ref- 
erence to the battle of Agin- 
court. So, for making money 
“pell-mell,” why not “hand over 
head” before “hand over fist?” 

No, we had better consider 
“hand over fist” on its own rec- 
ord in black and white. And as 
such it takes us only to 1833, 
and what seems to be its first 
appearance of this kind, in 
Sebastian Smith’s “Life and 
Writings of Major Jack Down- 
ing,” in the following line: 
“They clawed the money off of 
his table, hand over fist.” 

‘ Sebastian Smith was an Ameri- 
can journalist of the old days 
greatly loved by a wide reading 
public.

T was good news to hear

THREE YEARS AGO the 
.United States asked’that this 
change in name be made. It 
also requested that the pro- 
gram, while employing sup- 
— should lay more empha- 
in those areas where 
nenéed. on projects to increase 
the food supplies required by 
children; that it should co- 
ordinate. this program with 
other specialized agencies and 
technical assistance programs; 
and should ask that the ad- 
ministrative expenses be borne 
by all the nations simply by 
placing the Children’s Emer- 
gency Fund under the Secre- 
tary General for this purpose. 

When I look back to the 
stand taken against this posi- 
tion, I realize that everything 
the United States advocated 
has now been accomplished, 
except the last item. This will 
probably be accomplished in 
the near future. 

In view of the changes 
which have been made, I sin- 
cerely hope that Ccngress’s 
objections to the fund, having 
been almost entirely met, will 
be removed and that there 
will be no question about the 
United States Government ap- 
propriating substantial sums 
in the future for the welfare 
of the children of the world. 

» » *& 

I THINK, TOO, we have 
proved to the nations that 
were so suspicious of the 
United States in the past that 
we are interested in helping 
children in any part of the 
world regardless of color or 
race, and also that we are be- 
ing practical, and accepting 
the statement made by the 
food and agriculture and spe- 
cialized agencies that supplies 
alone were not sufficient in 
the world to meet the needs 
of the children. 

If all the powdered milk in 
the world were gathered to- 
gether, only half a cup of 
milk a day could be given to 
every hungry child. Therefore 
it was quite evident that the 
ability to produce the food re- 
quired must be increased in 
all the areas of the world 
where there were undernour- 
ished children.

Herds of 
cattle must be improved to 
give more milk, soil conserva- 
tion must be practiced, and
